A young Melbourne Victory team began their 
club’s footballing journey with a heartbreak- 
ing penalty shootout loss to Adelaide United 
on Saturday night. 


Starting the match with 5 under-20 players, and 
finishing with another 3 who were just 16 years 
old, Victory head coach Ernie Merrick proved 
that age is no barrier to performance. 


In fact, in the opening 20 minutes of the match it 
was Melbourne Victory who dominated their 
more experienced opponents, with Vince Lia (a 
surprise partner to Daniel Allsopp up front) get- 
ting on the end of a number of chances. _Lia’s 
best chance was a strong volley from a wonder- 
ful Victory buildup that flew high over the bar. 


Adelaide drew upon every ounce of their experi- 
ence to get back into the match, with Aloisi and 
Costanzo in particular holding, grappling, kicking 
and elbowing anything that came within reach. 
A melee ensued as the game became clogged 
with negative and cynical incidents. The young 
Victorian team then seemed to falter in the later 
stages of the half as Alagich, Dodd and Chinese 
international Qu began to combine to devastat- 
ing effect.

TRIBUNAL FIND SOUTH MELBOURNE 
FC AND PRESTON LIONS SC GUILTY 


The Football Federation 
Victoria Tribunal has found 
two Vodafone Premier League 
clubs guilty of bringing the 
game into disrepute. 


The tribunal last night heard 
cases from both South 
Melbourne FC and Preston 
Lions SC after crowd distur- 
bance at the Vodafone Premier 
League game between the two 
clubs at Bob Jane Stadium on 
17 April. 


The tribunal ruled that all games 
between the two clubs over the 
next two years will be played 
behind closed doors, with the 
exception of the club’s mem- 
bers. 


Other penalties imposed on the 
clubs include a $20,000 fine for 
South Melbourne FC, Preston 
Lions SC was fined $17,000 
and both clubs were deducted 
three championship points. 


Football Federation of Victoria 
Chief Executive Officer Tony 
Pignata said the penalties were 
the most severe in recent histo- 
ry and sent a clear message to 
all supporters and clubs that 
such behaviour will not be toler- 
ated. 


“It is time to send a message to 
the delinquent minority who are 
damaging the image of our 
sport and today’s penalties go 
some way to achieving this. 


The FFV is disturbed that the 
actions of a small minority has 
darkened what has been an 
extraordinary year for football in 
this State. 


“The Vodafone Premier League 
this year has been one of the 
most successful in history. 
Crowd numbers are up by more 
than 300 per cent. 


“Today’s penalties send a clear 
message that we will not toler- 
ate this behaviour and support- 
ers who continue to act in this 
matter will hurt the future viabili- 
ty of their clubs. 


“We are committed to restoring 
the image of our game and it is 
a shame that one isolated inci- 
dent can tarnish what has been 
an otherwise successful season 
so far.

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ROUND EIGHT WRAP 


For the first time this season the VWPL has a clear 
leader, as Cranbourne has gone three points clear at the 
top of the ladder. A mere two points now separate sec- 
ond and third, as Inter close in on Keilor, and there was 
also a major reshuffle mid-table. 


Friday night saw Box Hill Inter take revenge on a Keilor 
Park side that had ended Inter's unbeaten start to sea- 
son 2004. Inter's surprisingly dominant 4-0 defeat of the 
hitherto undefeated Keilor team knocked it off the top of 
the ladder and enabled Inter to move to within two points 
of second place. Keilor was not only defeated, but it con- 
ceded almost as many goals in that one game as it had 
for the rest of the season. 


Brimbank's recent struggles continued on Saturday as it 
was held to a 1-1 draw at home against Eltham North. 
After a blistering start to the season, Brimbank has fal- 
tered, and last tasted victory in Round 4. The result sees 
Brimbank slip to sixth, but still very much in finals con- 
tention. For Eltham the result represents a continued 
resurgence, following on from the previous round's draw 
against Box Hill. Despite that, Eltham drops a place to 
tenth on the ladder. 


Bendigo Vipers chalked up their fourth straight victory 
with a 2-0 result at Eastern Lions, and continued their 
ascent into the upper reaches of the ladder. The win 
moves the Vipers up to fourth, and it has only been 
defeated by the three teams above it. Eastern Lions, suf- 
fering their fourth defeat on the season, drop to eighth on 
the ladder, but despite that are still a mere three points 
behind Bendigo. 


In a repeat of last season's Round 8 fixture, South 
Melbourne defeated Ashburton in a goal-packed thriller. 
Ashburton opened the scoring in the second minute, 
with South replying soon after, before the home side 
asserted its authority again, running out to a 3-1 lead 
that South cut back to 3-2 before the interval. The sec- 
ond half produced three unanswered goals from the vis- 
itor, to enable South to take the three points with a 5-3 
victory and climb to fifth. The defeat, Ashburton's fourth 
of the season, drops it to seventh, its lowest ladder posi- 
tion since early last season. 


Cranbourne Comets claimed top spot in the VWPL with 
an emphatic 7-1 victory over struggling Ballarat and 
District, which remains at the foot of the ladder. 
However, Ballarat did achieve something that only two 
other teams have done this season, in that it was able to 
break through the Comets' defence and score. With 
Keilor's defeat, Cranbourne now has a three point cush- 
ion between it and second place. 


While only one place and two points separated 
Heidelberg United and the University of Melbourne 
going into the match, United made it clear that there was 
a much greater gap between the sides than the ladder 
suggested. United's 5-0 victory, it's second win of the 
season, propelled it ahead of Eltham and into eighth 
position, and it is now only two points behind Eastern 
Lions and Ashburton. The University remains eleventh, 
three points behind Eltham.

Socceroo Honours 
19 appearances 
5 goals 


This week in “Then & Now” we 
catch up with former Socceroo 
Charlie Egan. The sharpshooter 
from Scotland made 18 appear- 
ances for the Socceroos, netting 5 
goals. Egan along with Doug 
Brown formed one of the most 
lethal strike combinations in the 
80’s. It was a combination that 
helped South Melbourne Hellas 
win its first NSL title in 1984. 


Just before | got a chance to chat 
with the enigmatic Scotsman, | 
caught the tail end of Charlie’s train- 
ing session at Altona City, where he 
currently coaches. The boys are just 
about to finish off the last training 
drill of the night; a penalty shoot out 
drill. | see Charlie still hasn’t lost his 
love for scoring, as he starts taking a 
few pings himself, searching for his 
old friend, ‘the back of the net.’ 


Unfortunately for Charlie it wasn’t his 
night, as former St.Albans Dinamo & 
Melbourne Croatia keeper’, Mate 
Grgic probably won that tussle. 
Some of Charlie’s attempts were 
slightly off radar and this unusual 
display in front of goals would later 
cost him a few beers at the bar; 
something that a few former opposi- 
tion backlines wished occurred more 
often. He still looks quite nimble and 
fleet footed, he made it look all too 
easy when he fired home. It just 
goes to show that class doesn’t dis- 
sipate with time. 


Where did your career begin? 
Back in Scotland for Dumbarton and 
then Berwick Rangers. Dumbarton 
and Berwick were both in the 
Scottish first division. | didn’t make 
the first team at Dumbarton, | was 
only 16, and | played in Berwick’s 
first team. | played against Hib’s and 
Hearts, those type of teams. 


When did your leave Scotland? 
| left Scotland in 1981. 


How old were you then? 
21. 


Why did your leave Scotland? 
Well, in Scotland then the top six 
clubs were full time professional, 
everyone else was semi-profession- 
al. And | just lost my job. | was work- 
ing in a factory making computers, it 
was an American company. | lost my 
job and that week | got an offer to 
come to Australia, and that offer 
went hand in hand with a job (in 
Australia). 


What team was it that made you 
that offer in Australia? 

Frankston City...They were in the 
old State league with the Melbourne 
Knights (Melbourne — Croatia), 
Juventus and Green Gully. 


Who actually contacted you? 


It was an agent back in the U.K who 
got my name recommended from 
Pat McClusky who had been out 
here playing as a guest player. He 
went back (to Scotland) and recom- 
mended me to this agent. He came 
over and gave us a Call, and we took 
it from their. 


Was the Standard in the old state 
league that you played in compa- 
rable to the NSL standard you 
played in 1984? 

The State league was fantastic. 
Those teams back then would prob- 
ably walk it in the league now, easi- 
ly. 


What was your next team after 
Frankston City? 

South Melbourne Hellas in 1982. | 
think | stayed there from 82’ till 87’ or 
88’, I’m not quite sure? After South | 
went to Brunswick Juventus, and 
from their | went to Altona Gate for 
one season, then | took up the play- 
er/coach job at Weribee City. 


What’s your career highlights? 
Probably in the 84’ side that won the 
championship. That was Hellas’s 
first ever championship. We beat 
Olympic in the final, [we beat them] 
in both legs. 


Did you score in the finals? 
Scored the two goals in Melbourne, 
the 2-1 game. 


Were they the best or memorable 
goals you’ve you scored? 

They were probably the most impor- 
tant, those two goals (referring to the 
final). The most memorable, scoring 
against Rangers at Ibrox for the 
Australian side. | scored against 
them here as well.

Why was the Dougie Brown & 
Charlie Egan combination so 
lethal? 

| suppose we were in always in each 
others company. We roomed togeth- 


er when we went away, and we 
spent a lot of time socially. It just 
clicked, we did work on a few things, 
[we knew what the other was doing 
on the field]. Sometimes you just 
form a partnership and it clicks. 


Who was the biggest Disco King 
in the 80’s? 

It’s hard to say, the boys were to 
busy drinking. 


Your thoughts on today’s VPL? 
Well back then you could name the 
[players in the] teams, now you rock 
up [you don’t know the _ line 
ups].There are no characters left in 
the game. 


Your coaching career? 

Werribee, we one the first division 
there, we went to the Premier 
league. Also coached Yarraville for a 
stint. | coached Albion, we won the 
2nd Division, and I’ve coached here 
now (Altona City).I’ve been also at 
Altona East, | didn’t enjoy it there. 


What are you doing these days 
now apart from Football? 
| work for an electricity company, | 
read the electricity metres. I’ve been 
doing that for 15-16 years. 


Your biggest influence on your 
career? 

Yeah my Dad. He played profession- 
al. He played for Halifax in England, 
Stenhousmuir in Scotland. 


Advice to youngsters? 

Never give up, just keep it at. Don’t 
take rejection too serious.Basically it 
can come down to one guys opinion. 
There have been a many of top play- 
ers who were turned away as young- 
ster, and they have been able to 
bounce back. This is a game of opin- 
ion. You might go somewhere and 
you don’t fit in, and you might go 
somewhere and fit the role. 


Any suggestions on how to 
improve the local game? 

| think there’s too much ethnic bash- 
ing.

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European Round-Up National News 


FFA CONCLUDES INVESTIGATION 
INTO FARINA INCIDENT 


France: Olympique de Lyon have 
won their fourth consecutive French 
championship, beating Ajaccio 2-1 at 
home to maintain their eleven-points 
lead over second-placed Lille, with just 
three matches to go. 


At their own Stade de Gerland, Lyon 
opened the score through Govou in 
the 36th minute. Celebrations were 
halted for a moment when Demont 
levelled in the 51st minute, but Cacapa 
restored Lyon's lead just three minutes 
later, 2-1. 


England: Dutch international striker 
Patrick Kluivert has verified reports 
that he will leave Premiership side 
Newcastle United at the end of the 
season. 


The Dutchman, who signed from 
Barcelona on a Bosman free transfer 
last summer, has struggled to make 
the desired impact for the Magpies, 
scoring just six league goals. 


He has only managed to make the 
starting eleven on 14 occasions, and 
as a result Newcastle have decided 
not to take up the optional two-year 
extension on his contract, leaving him 
free to look for a new club. 


Spain: FC Barcelona easily defeated 
Valencia CF at Mestalla stadium, to 
maintain their six-points lead over 
Real Madrid, with just three games left 
to play. 


Valencia could not compete with 
Barcelona's strengh, and a beautiful 
strike from the Brazilian playmaker 
Ronaldinho broke the deadlock after 
28 minutes. Cameroon striker Samuel 
Eto'o added another, only two minutes 
later for 0-2. 


In the 68th minute, Valencia defender 
Marchena was-redcarded for a foul on 
Deco, and the hosts were unable to 
really threaten Barga's defense during 
the remainder of the match. 


Germany: Werder Bremen continue 
to show a disappointing performance 
this term, with a 1-0 defeat at Borussia 
Dortmund making Champions League 
qualification practically impossible. 


Two minutes after the half hour mark, 
Rosicky scored the only goal of the 
match in Borussia's favour. Werder are 
in fifth position, five points behind 
third-placed Stuttgart and three points 
behind Hertha. 


In the north, Hamburger SV and 
Borussia Monchengladbach held each 
other to a scoreless draw. 


Belgium: Club Brugge failed to score 
at Mons-Bergen on Friday and were 
held to a scoreless draw, which made 
their championship celebrations 
depend on Anderlecht, who played a 
day later. 


Anderlecht were more successful, in 
Brussels against Germinal Beerschot, 
beating their visitors 3-0 with goals 
from Jestrovic (2) and Wilhelmsson. 
The difference between Brugge and 
Anderlecht is now six points with two 
games left, although Brugge's goal 
record is more than decisive. 


However, as in theory, Anderlecht still 
have a chance to win the league, 
Club's celebrations had to be post- 
poned. 


Scotland: Celtic went back to the top 
of the SPL on Sunday after a 2-0 win 
over Aberdeen. Rangers saw off 
Hearts 2-1 while Dunfermline ham- 
mered Dundee 5-0 at the bottom end 
of the table. 


Celtic went to the top of the SPL after 
a 2-0 win at home against Aberdeen. 
John Hartson scored both of the goals 
as he carries on the form he has 
shown all season. His first came in the 
47th minute, and the second in the 
71st. 


On Saturday, Rangers went top of the 
league, if only overnight, as they 
defeated Hearts 2-1. Thomas Buffel 
scored first for Rangers in the 9th 
minute, with Marvin Andrews adding a 
second in the 42nd. Andrews then 
cancelled out his own effort in the 
82nd minute as he went on to score 
past his own goalkeeper. 


Italy: Juventus took the advantage in 
the race for the Serie A title as they 
defeated AC Milan at the San Siro. 
Inter and Udinese were also victorious 
over their respective opponents. 


Juventus saw off fellow title con- 
tenders AC Milan at the San Siro with 
a 1-0 win. David Trezeguet scored the 
only goal after 20 minutes to pull the 
Bianconeri three points clear at the top 
of the table. 


Obafemi Martins scored twice as Inter 
defeated Brescia away from home. It 
was left until the 54th minute to score 
the first goal, but then Martins com- 
pleted his brace in the 65th minute. 
Christian Vieri finished the game off 
with a third goal in injury time. 


Holland: PSV recorded yet another 
win at the Philips Stadion, while AZ 
Alkmaar and Feyenoord both suffered 
defeats away from home. 


A quick start to the game gave PSV a 
huge advantage over De Graafschap. 
Jan Vennegoor of Hesselink scored 
twice in the first 10 minutes with Philip 
cocu adding a third in the 13th to give 
the champions a 3-0 lead. Johann 
Vogel scored another for the home 
side in the 55th, with Loic Laval scor- 
ing a consolation for the relegation 
battlers in the 84th minute. 


UEFA Cup: The European 
Governing Body UEFA has decided to 
allow CSKA Moscow to play the UEFA 
Cup final, which is scheduled for May 
18th, despite an official complaint from 
semi-finalists Parma FC. 


Parma's goalkeeper Bucci had to be 
replaced in the 20th minute of the sec- 
ond leg match at CSKA, after being hit 
by fireworks. 


CSKA Moscow will now have to play 
one home-match without supporters, 
and the Russian club has been hand- 
ed a fine of 65,000 Euros. 


Football Federation Australia today 
concluded its investigation into an 
alleged incident between national 
coach Frank Farina and an SBS 
television journalist after the match 
between Australia and Iraq at 
Telstra Stadium on Saturday March 
26. 


The investigation concluded that 
the conduct of Farina during the 
incident in question was substan- 
tially less than what the FFA is enti- 
tled to expect from a person hold- 
ing the position of the Australian 
national team coach. 


As a result the FFA has provided 
Mr Farina with a formal warning 
and required him to undergo coun- 
selling to prevent similar occur- 
rences in future. 


The report into the investigation 
noted that the conduct of the jour- 
nalist involved is ultimately a matter 
for his employer. 


The FFA has acknowledged that Mr 
Farina and the journalist involved 
have apologised to each other and 
have committed to working togeth- 
er professionally in the future. 


AUSTRALIAN TEAM TO COMPETE IN 
INAUGURAL FIFA BEACH SOCCER 
WORLD CUP 


The Australian Beach Soccer 
team made history on Sunday 
when they played their first 
match in the inaugural FIFA 
Beach Soccer World Cup in Rio, 
Brazil. 


The Australians lost against 
European champions France and 
now play South American heavy- 
weights Argentina in what is proba- 
bly the toughest group in the 12- 
team tournament. 


The eight-day tournament is the 
first ever beach soccer tournament 
to be operated by football’s world 
governing body and is set to fea- 
ture regularly on the international 
football calendar. 


Beach soccer is played on an area 
measuring between 35 and 37 
metres in length and between 26 
and 28 metres in width. Each team 
can field five players at any given 
time with an unlimited number of 
substitutes permitted. 


The ball is considerably lighter than 
in the outdoor version of the game 
but is the same circumference. A 
match consists of three equal peri- 
ods of 12 minutes of effective play- 
ing time. 


The Australian team will be 
coached former national women’s 
coach Adrian Santrac while the 
most-capped Socceroo of all-time, 
Alex Tobin, will be the team manag- 
er. 


Australia will open their campaign 
on Sunday (Monday Australian 
time) against France before back- 
ing up on Monday (Tuesday 
Australian time) when they will face 
Argentina. Two teams from each of 
the four groups will progress to the 
quarter finals. 


"This tournament will undoubtedly 
be very tough for our players,” said 
Santrac. “We have only had very 
limited time to prepare and our 


group is expected to be extremely 
tough but all the players are very 
keen to do well and make the most 
of the opportunity.” 


The Australian team will find them- 
selves up against former 
Manchester United striker Eric 
Cantona who features in the 
French team and is just one of sev- 
eral former internationals appear- 
ing in the tournament. Legendary 
Brazilian goalscorer Romario will 
appear for the home nation.

“In future years, we think that there 
will be significant growth for this 
tournament and beach soccer in 
general in Australia,” said FFA 
Head of High Performance John 
Boultbee. 

"On this occasion we decided to 
hold the trials in Sydney, but made 
them open to players from any- 
where in Australia, including the A- 
League. Because of the shortness 
of time, we did not advertise the tri- 
als on the website, but made it well 
known in football circles that they 
were on.“ 


"Undoubtedly in the future we will 
get more than just a few weeks 
notice about the timing of the tour- 
nament, and we will be able to hold 
more substantial and extensive tri- 
als, which no doubt, will see more 
players putting their hands up for 
inclusion.”

Clube do Porto, PSV, Real Madrid 
CF and Arsenal FC, Bayer 04 
Leverkusen, Olympique Lyonnais 
and Valencia CF. 

Bayern Leverkusen are perhaps 
the current most unlikely members 
with a trophy cabinet with only one 
Uefa Cup and one domestic cup in 
their entire history, currently sev- 
enth in the Bundesliga and a mis- 
erable 54th place, below 
Nottingham Forest and Aberdeen, 
in two forms of European rankings 
- the category of cup wins and 
number of cup wins. 

One can only presume 
Leverkusen's recent Champions 
League appearances rather than 
their poor European pedigree 
resulted in their G14 inclusion. | 
guess history counts for nothing. 
With Chelsea boasting two tro- 
phies this season, and on target to 
break numerous _ premiership 
records including; most clean 
sheets, most points accrued, least 
goals conceded, surely it's time 
they became member G19, unless 
Mr Kenyon has other plans...

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NEw FOOTBALL BooT TECHNOLOGY = NEW SPORTING ADVANTAGE 


A competitive advantage: every player 
craves it, sports scientists spend their 
careers committed to discovering it, and 
national sports bodies invest millions to get 
the edge. Sometimes the smallest alter- 
ation in equipment, training technique or 
nutrition can aid athletes in excelling 
beyond their peak. Worldwide, the sports 
industry invests many millions of dollars 
annually into research and development to 
achieve the competitive advantage that will 
result in winning championships and glory. 


So when Melbourne's Con Haizilias envi- 
sioned a football boot to enable players to 
have improved accuracy and control, with 
it came the possibility of giving players 
enhanced swerve and acceleration, and 
providing greater grip. Essentially, a new 
competitive advantage was created. It all 
started by getting the courage and free- 
dom to go for it, regardless of the outcome. 
It was a process of ‘giving up' why it wasn't 
possible. 


The initial concept for the 'Zygo' (a prefix 
meaning 'pairing', referring to the shoe's 
inner and outer ring design) grew from var- 
ious abstract concepts that the inventor 
had been investigating. Driving home from 
work one day, the ‘suction cup’ idea was 
born, and work began immediately to 
refine design elements and lodge a patent 
application. The concept featured alter- 
ations to the boot's upper, resulting in an 
exclusive ‘skin’ technology. The medial 
and lateral ball contact areas of the boots 
feature strategically positioned suction 
cups. When contact is made with a ball, 
the rings open and ‘hold’ the ball. When the 
rings retract, energy is inferred to the ball, 
influencing swerve, accuracy and consis- 
tency. The solid inner pegs of the suction 
cups around the ‘throat’ area of the boot 
provide additional power. 


The Australian Catholic University (ACU), 
and their leading biomechanist Dr. Noel 
Lythgo, conducted independent testing of 
early prototypes. Results were very 
encouraging, and showed higher levels of 
accuracy, consistency and swerve over 
conventional football boot uppers. 
Victorian Premier League player Sam 
Poutakidis (Oakleigh Cannons) has been 
involved in the testing of the boot over its 
many developmental stages. Mr Hatzilias 
added, "Sam was part of the initial group 


that participated in the Australian Catholic 
University study. With his National Soccer 
League and US College Soccer experi- 
ence, his contribution and feedback has 
been invaluable". 


Following testing, a patent application was 
finalised, and a new phase of product 
development commenced. "The process 
has been challenging, with a lot of week- 
end and out of hours work. Not having a 
domestic sports footwear manufacturing 
industry has placed greater importance on 
the various local suppliers that I've linked 
with" says the boot's designer. 


The result of countless hours of research, 
testing and consultation, Con successfully 
launched his new boot to Victorian football 
fans last Friday at Jack Edwards Reserve. 
In fitting style, wearing his Zygo's, Sam 
Poutakidis curled the ball past Green 
Gully's keeper to equalize the match and 
end a long winning streak for the league 
leaders. Con was ecstatic with the result. 
"Sam was superb. He has been testing 
the technology for over a year now, so it 
was special to see him wearing the boots 
in a competitive match. It was a dream 
debut. He has been the perfect player to 
be testing and providing feedback on the 
boots, with his runs along the left wing, 
crosses and passing to attacking players 
as witnessed against Green Gully". 


And the boots: "They felt fantastic on 
Friday night", commented Sam. "I noticed 
a lot of extra swerve and power on my 
crosses and passing. Even my team 
mates commented on it". As did countless 
spectators on the terraces and around the 
ground on Friday night, with many com- 
menting about the 'suction cups' and 'ten- 
tacle' features of the boot's upper. The 
Football Federation of Victoria (FFV) had 
approved the technology's trial, eliminating 
concerns that the boot's upper was dan- 
gerous or controversial in nature. Support 
from the Federation's CEO Tony Pignata 
and Chairman Manny Galanos has been 
encouraging, with the latter expressing his 
excitement about the new technology, 
explaining that it's launch in the Victorian 
Premier League "will draw domestic and 
international interest to our local game". In 
consultation with the FFV, Sam will contin- 
ue to wear the exclusive technology for the 
remainder of the season. 


As for the product itself, the business plan 
was formulated and with work-in-progress 
prototypes, discussions are taking place 
with international brands to license the 
technology. Con explains that the decision 
making process is lengthy, and in the 
meantime, local investors and _ strategic 
partners are being sought. Speaking can- 
didly about the journey, Mr Hatzilias 
explains, "It has been a wonderful experi- 
ence, though a roller coaster at the same 
time. I've met and worked with many inter- 
esting people from different industries and 
traveled overseas. Encouragement and 
support from family and friends keeps the 
dream alive". 


In the sports marketplace, where there is 
so much at stake for players and clubs, 
innovations such as this technology have 
the potential to provide the competitive 
advantage. It is certainly exciting to imag- 
ine that Victorian football supporters may 
be witnessing the development of a prod- 
uct to rival international research and 
development efforts. With time, Zygo may 
indeed deliver the competitive edge to take 
our sport to another level. 


About the inventor: 


Con Hatzilias was born and raised in 
Melbourne. A passionate sports supporter, 
he pursued a dream to work in the sports 
industry. Following his studies at RMIT in 
Marketing, Con met David Miers, inventor 
of the 'Blades' sports sole technology. Con 
undertook work experience with David, 
participating in various marketing and 
product initiatives. Ever since, he was 
interested in footwear design. Inspired by 
David's innovations, Con stated "I was 
committed to developing a new football 
shoe, focusing on the boot's upper. My 
aim was to address areas such as greater 
control, grip, accuracy, consistency, feel 
and power through my technical product". 
The aim of the boot, since its inception, 
was to aid juniors in their skill develop- 
ment, and maximize performance in elite 
athletes seeking a competitive edge.
